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AUGUSTA,  Maine  (BP)  —  A 

oallot  measure  that  would 
overturn  Maine's  same  sex 
marriage  iaw  officially  quali- 
A  for  the  ballot  August  26, 
the  state  on  course  for  a 
November  vote. 

It  will  be  the  first  time  the 
issue  has  been  put  on  the  ballot 
in  the  liberal  Northeast,  a  region 
that  has  largely  embraced  fire 
homosexual  rights  movement 
Maine  either  will  become  the 
first  state  to  affirm  same  sex 
marriage  at  the  ballot  or  foe 
second  one  to  legalize  such 
unions  and  then  reverse  course 
(following  California). 

The  measure  is  sure  to  cap¬ 
ture  the  attention  of  both  sides  of 
the  debate  nationally,  particular¬ 
ly  being  that  2009  is  an  off-year 
election  with  little  else  on  ballots 
in  other  states.  Several  homosex¬ 
ual  activist  groups  in  California 
already  have  urged  their  mem¬ 
bers  to  donate  to  Protect  Maine 
Equality,  the  group  working  to 
keep  same  sex  marriage  legal.

Dunlap  said  September  2  that 
the  measure,  caned  a  People's 
Veto,  had  qualified  for  the  bal¬ 
lot  Dunlap’s  office  stopped  val¬ 
idating  signatures  after  60,391 
were  considered  legal  —  well 
more  than  the  55,08/  required.
